DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 
BANNED GREYHOUND. 


agis 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) . 

The trial of the action brought by Edward 
O'Shaughnessy, of Kilbrathern Park, County 
Éag against, the Dublin Greyhound and 
Sports Association, Ltd., was continued yes- 
terday. The plaintiff sought damages for al- 
leged breach of contract inasmuch as the 
stewards of the defendant company refused 
to allow his greyhound to run in a race for 
which it was entered on May 14th, 1929, at 
Harold’s Cross. fas 

The evidence in support of the plaintiff's 
case was taken on Thursday. Briefly stated, 
it was that when Mr. O’Shaughnessy brought 
three dogs up to Dublin he entered one of 
them, Glen’s Glory, for the race, after _hav- 
ing a trial run on the course a day or two 
before the race. When he brought the dog 
into the paddock two of the stewards ques- 
tioned the identity of the dog, and, on the 
ground that. it was substituted for the animal 
that had run in the trial, they declined 
to allow it to run in the race, notwith- 
standing the owner's protest. The plaintiff, 
in evidence, stated that he had incurred ex- 
penses in connection with the matter, and 
that he had lost a chance of winning the 
race, which would enhance the value oí the 
dog. 
The defence was that the dog that was pre- 
sented for the race was not the animal that 
had taken part in the preliminary trial a day 
or two before that, and that the defendants, 
under, the rules of the-Ivish- Coursing..Club, 
had full authority to ban the dog from the 
race, They had approved of the action of 
the stewards, bona-fide, and ‘without pre- 
judice. 

Mr. George Hutchinson, chief 
gave evidence yesterday that 
matter was brought to his notice by 
Mr. Hanna and Myr. Kirk, who saw the 
the dog, and said that it was not the animal 
that had taken part in the “ school ” or trial 
race, a committee meeting was called... The 
committee met between 10.15 and 11 o'clock 
that night, heard what Mr. O'Shaughnessy 
had to say, and adjourned the consideration 
of the case to a date two days afterwards, 
when the witness was directed to write to 
Mr. O’Shaughnessy, informing him that the 
committee was satisfied. that the Glen’s Glory 
that was brought in to race at Harold’s Cross 
was not the dog “schooled” previously in 
that name. “They, however,” the letter con- 
tinued, ‘take into consideration the fact 
that you may not be aware of the seriousness 
of your action, and, instead of doing anything 
drastic, they warn you that you must be 
more careful in future of your conduct on 
greyhound racing tracks.” 

The stewards were satisfied that Glen’s 
Glory was not in the trial run, and they had 
given Mr. O'Shaughnessy a very fair hearing. 
The witness was not present at the “ school- 
Ing,” and he depended on the statements of 
the racing manager and starter, Mr. Hanna. 


SERIOUS SUGGESTION.

ESCAPE FROM CUSTODY. 

Detective Thomas O'Keeffe gave evidence 
that when in Exchequer street on Thursday 
evening with Detective Moran he saw Ryan 
and stopped him, in the belief that he was 
in possession of firearms. Ryan demanded 
their identification cards, which they pro- 
duced, The witness then proceeded to search 
the defendant, and found on him. a bulky 
parcel. Ryan snatched the parcel and said

A Guard in uniform - then arrived on the 
scene, but Ryan. continued to . shont,»and 
called out to the crowd to rescue him from 
“the C.LD. thuas.” 

A hostile crowd, had gathered by this 
time, and the defendant lay ‘down on the 
street and refused to walk any farther. It 
was then decided to get a car, and, while 
they were waiting for one, defendant made a 
sudden dash through the crowd and got 
away. . 

The witness added that he had to attend a 
doctor to be treated for the injury to his 
leg, which was caused by a deliberate kick, 

Cross-examined by the defendant, Detective 
O'Keeffe said that they wanted to search 


him for arms and ammuhitiony Hé searched |, 


some of his pockets, and took out a bundle 
of papers. He (Ryan) said that they were 
private papers, and resisted arrest. The 
witness believed that the kick on his shin 
was deliberate. He did not find any fire- 
arms or ammunition on the defendant. He 
did not hear Ryan ask what was the 
charge when arrested. .He made the charge 
at about 11.45 o'clock ón Thursday night.

When the 
meeting was over Detective Cahill stopped 
Ryan and said that he wished to search him 
for firearms. Ryan adopted the sdme atti- 
tude ás before, deelining to be searched. 
Detective Cahill then began to search the 
defendant, who at once started shouting.

1t was decided to take him to the College 
Station. 

To Mr. Little—He was shovting that he was 
a Republican, and declined to he searched.

‘VICTIM OF PERSECUTION,”

First, 
O'Keeffe, and then Moran, produced thei 
cards.

As 
O’Keeffe was searching for firearms, the 
witness said that he would not let him rea: 
his private papers: Kor this reason he said 
that he wonld resist arrest. On no previous 
occasion when he was searched for firearms 
had his private papers been interfered wito 

Later on he found that he was benin 
arrested for refusing to be searched for 
firearms. -He had an appointment for tea, 
and kept it by running away. 

Afterwards he attended a public. meeting 
and was arrested by Hickie on a charge of 
assault, At no time did the officers say 
that they were going to search him. On the 
way down, Cahill caught him by the collar 
of his Shirt, and called out to Keegan to get 
a haton and hit the b——, or else to kick 
him.

Light from India. 

Ex oriente lux A movement towards 
Church reunion, which, whether it succeed 
or fail, must have mighty consequences 
for the world, has begun in India. Faced 
with all the urgent problems of the mission 
field, the South India United Church, the 
South India Provincial Synod of the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church and the re- 
sponsible leaders of Anglicanism in South 
India, Burma and Ceylon have decided to 
amalgamate their forces, The scheme is 
based on mutual concessions and its de- 
velopment will be gradual. All the uniting 
Churches have accepted the basis for union 
that was laid down by the Lambeth Con- 
ference in 1888 and was reaffirmed in 
1920. “The crux which confronted them 
at the outset was, of course, the recogni- 
tion of episcopacy, and, with sound sense 
and high courage, they have solved it— 
the Free Churches: by a compromise of 
definitions, the Anglicans by a compromise 
in time. On the one hand, the uniting 
Churches agree—in the terms of the 
scheme—‘‘ that it is their intention that 
eventually every minister exercising a per- 
manent ministry in the United Church 
will be an episcopally ordained minister.” 
On the other hand, the Anglicans concede 
that during the next thirty years, while 
the united Churches are growing into 
fuller unity, the ministry of Noncon- 
formists shall be recognised, though they 
have not been episcopally ordained. At 
the end of this month the scheme will be 
considered by the Episcopal Synod of the 
Indian Church. Approved there—if it is 
approved—it will be submitted to the 
Lambeth Conference, whose hostile deci- 
sion would be serious, though not vital, 
since the Indian Churches are autonomous. 
Afterwards the scheme will receive further 
study in India, 

Many Churchmen hesitate to bless the 
scheme, through fear that it weakens the 
principle of episcopacy, which is a root of 
their faith and the very root of their 
Church’s constitution, The terms of the 
scheme indicate that this fear is ground- 
less, but the indiscreet ardour of some 
advocates of reunion has encouraged it. 
No English or Irish Churchman could 
consent, as those persons suggest, to regard 
episcopacy as “an open question’’; but 
such a claim, fortunately, is not involved 
in South India’s basis of reunion. It is 
true that the scheme refuses to insist on 
“ any particular interpretation of the fact 
of the historic episcopate ’’; but the fact 
will be accepted by all members of the 
United Church. Continuity with the historic 
episcopate will be ‘‘ initially and there- 
after effectively maintained.’’ The bishops 
will perform all the historic functions of 
bishops, and, in particular, they will be 
the only necessary ministers of ordination. 
A Church which has such rules does not 
treat episcopacy as “ an open question.’’ 
Stricter Churchmen, even. when con- 
vinced on this point, find a stumbling- 
block in the scheme’s acceptance, during 
the next thirty years, of the service of 
Nonconformists who have not been ordained 
episcopally. For that period, they say, 
union will be only a name, and the Church 
of South India will operate in two water- 
tight compartments. Indeed, the com- 
promiee may be illogical; but, in the first 


| place, logic never cut Gordian knots, and, 


in the next place, the Nonconformists’ 
great concession—the acceptance of epis- 
copal government—demandéd, at the least, 
this return. | 

The authors of the scheme urge that, if 
it fails, a great chance wil] have been 
lost, and that union Churches, in which 
the Church of England will have no place, 
inevitably will arise. For these reasons, 
and because the scheme’s success would 
give a fresh impetus to the carse of 
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man who seeks to hinder its progress will 
accept a grave responsibility. There is, 
in our view, an even wider and deeper 
reason for whole-hearted acceptance of the 
scheme by all loyal. Churchmen and, 
indeed, for their whole-hearted thanks- 
giving. By aerop’ane India is now within 
seven days of England, and the inter- 
course of souls and minds is swifter still. 
To-day theChurch of. England is at the 
nadir of her fortunes: even in the dark 
days of the eighteenth century—the days 
of Fielding’s novels—her plight, though 
it may have been sordid, was not so 
perilous. That is truly a dismal prospect” 
which the Bishop of Durham, as he told 
the Church Assembly this week, surveys 
from Auckland Castle. His eye falls on 
the four conspicuous peaks of London, 
Birmingham, Liverpool and Truro—not, 
like the four peaks of Arcadia, guarding 
a haunt of ancient peace, but symbols of 
spiritual and material conflict. Now to 
the Church of England, distracted between 
her present chaos and the menace of dis- 
establishment, comes this message from 
India. It is a message, not of dissolution, 
but of construction—not of bitterness and 
despair, but of tolerance and courage. EA 
falling Church,” said Edmund Waller to 
his cynical King, “has a trick of rising 
again.” The South Indian scheme is at 
once an appeal and a rebuke to the Church 
of England, and its success may be, under 
God, the partial means of a happy issue 
out of her worst afflictions. One thing. 
at least, we know—that the scheme brings 
hope and joy to the Church of Ireland; 
for it is, in some measure, a witness to 
the worth of her sons’ labours in the 


Indian field.

The Butt Bridge. 


The controversy in regard to the re- 
building of Butt. Bridge, Dublin, which 
occupied the attention of the Port and 
Docks Board on Thursday, is of very great 
importance to every taxpayer, Expert 
opinion is divided sharply on the merits of 
the proposed scheme. Mr. P. F. Purcell 
and Mr. Joseph Mallagh, the Port and 
Docks Board engineer, favour the complete 
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rebuilding of the bridge, and, on their 


recommendations, the Board has obtained 
from the Otreachtas powers to borrow up 
to £120,000. Sir John Griffith stakes a 
European reputation on his belief that the 
rebuilding of the bridge is unnecessary, as 
its ‘designgr, the late Dr. Bindon Blood 
Stoney, che of the greatest civil engineers 
of his time, built it in such a way as to 
enable the existing piers to be used for 
any eventual extension. Messrs, Purcell 
and Mallagh declare that Dr. Stoney’s 
piers and abutments are not satisfactory 
in view of modern load requirements. Sir 
John Griffith, who was assistant to Dr. 
Stoney in 1877, when the bridge was built, 
asserts that he superintended the building 
operations, and that the present piers are 
quite able to carry a reconstructed bridge, 
with any load that is likely to develop. 
From the standpoint of the ordinary tax- 
payer the whole proposal seems to be un- 
necessary. The ostensible purpose of the 
rebuilding is the relief of traffic con- 
gestion. We do not think that the recon- 
struction of Butt Bridge will make any 
material difference to the present situa- 
tion. The proposed change in its align- 
ment has no point unless Tara street is 
widened towards the West, and, so far as 
we know, there has been no suggestion of 
this essential step. Furthermore, in view 
of the rapidly changing transport :condi- 
tions in Dublin, even the widening of Tara 
street would be only a tinkering with the 
problem, Neither a new Butt Bridge nor 
the proposed transporter bridge will draw

at College Green, and, in our opinion, the 
Port and Docks Board’s proposals are a 
sheer waste of badly needed money.

Spoken English. 


The British Broadcasting Corporation 
has been furnished by ©: ' '“isory Com- 
mittee on Spoken English with a further 
list of recommendations for the pronuncia- 
tion of words. One or two of th -e are 
open to criticism. It may be asked why 
the Committee, disregarding rule, hardens 
the ‘‘g”’ ix “‘ malingerer’’ and ‘‘ Los 
Angeles,’’ but refuses to harden that of 
‘* longitude,”’ and 1 gets an abomination. 
We can quarrel with the inconsistency of 
the recommendations that “' tenable ’’ 
shall be pronounced ‘‘ tennable,”’ but 
‘‘ tenet ’’ as “ teenet.’” There is unneces- 
sary pedantry in the stressing of the 
‘“u’’ sound in ‘“ querulous ’’—to be 
spoken as ‘‘ queryewlous’’—and in 
‘* virulent '—to be pronounced ‘‘ viryew- 
lent.”” In general, however, this new list 
is based on excellent principles. HKeveal- 
ing a laudable scorn for rigidly academic 
pre, udices, it recognises that speech is 
what is spoken, and that good speech is 
what is spoken by the best speakers. 
Accordingly, where the dictionaries fail to 
mention a word—the Arabic ‘‘ Wafd ” is 
instanced—the pronunciation most fre- 
quently heard among educated people is 
recom -r led to the Committee. Mr. A. 
Lloyd James, Secretary of the Committee, 
diseusses the importation of foreign 
words, which inevitably must be 
naturalised in course of time. Whenever 
it is possible, the policy of the B.B.C. is 
to favour the purely English form of these 
words. Frequently, however, that course 
is impossible, and the best that can be 
done is “to make the sounds and 
rhythms of a words native form 
approximate, more or less, to the sounds 
and rhythm of English.” The result is 
not always satisfactory, but the principle 
is good. Indeed, the excellent English

Unemployment. 


For some weeks past there have been 
rumours of disagreement among Ministe:s 
concerning the delay in dealing with the 
unemployment problem. It is reported 
to-day that affairs have taken SO serious 
a turn that the resignation of Mr. 
Thomas’s three lieutenants—Mr. George 
Lansbury, Sir Oswald Mosley and Mr 
Tom Johnston—is mentioned. It is said 
that these three Ministers have prepared 
schemes and forwarded them directly to 
‘the Cabinet without consulting Mr. 
Thomas, who, as Lord Privy Seal and 
Minister for Unemployment, should have 
received them. The trouble may not: have 
gone so far as this, and talk of a serious 
crisis is denied. It is apparent, however 
that the Government is far from happy 
over the unemployment situation, and 
some of its supporters are urging a move 
forward course in view of the election 
pledges. For the moment the trouble may 
be overcome and a crisis averted, but the 
call fér more decided action from within 
the Government’s ranks cannot be un 


heeded for long. 
The Naval Conference. 


With the issuá of Mr. Stimson’s stat 
ment outlining the proposals of the Unite: 
States, and the mabibaa ibaa this evening of 
the British memorandum, events connected 
with the Naval Conference have mover 
quickly in the past twenty-four hours. A 
comparison of the American and Brits) 
proposals must be left for the moment to 
the experts. If the two statements of 
policy are found to be in line, they may 
form the basis of an agreement, with the 
sanction of the whole of the five countries 
concerned in the Conference. If they a: 
slightly out of line, there should not be 
great difficulty in bringing them togethe: 
should such a course meet with the 
approval of the other three countries ; but. 
if they are to form the substantial part 
of a general agreement, there must h 
some amendment of the French policy. 
and the views of Japan and Italy have 
vet to be disclosed. us, though the out- 
look is promising, it is still a little un- 
certain as far as a five-Power agreement 
is concerned. i 


The Tourist Traffic. 


The importance of the tourist indusir\ 
was ise at. a meeting held to-night, to 
consider means to attract more visitors to 
home holiday resorts. One speaker state: 
that, since the war, France, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Germany, Austria and 
Scandinavia have encouraged the tourist 
industry, and France is reported to be 
spending £250,000, and Germany nearly 
£500,000, in the United States alone, on 
publicity and propaganda. In France 
there are no fewer than: six hundred and 
sixty associatiéns for developing the 
tourist traffic, and every tourist is 
regarded as having an economié value of 
from £3 to £4 a day. It is estimated 
that something like £80,000,000 is speni 
every year in France by tourists from 
other countries, The Free State may not 
be able, on account of its geographical 
position, to compete with France as a 
holiday resort; but its natural beauties 
form, an asset that might well. be 
developed to a greater extent. 


Parrot Disease. 


‘There appear to be no grounds for 
the excited apprehension which exists im 
certain lay quarters,’’ states the curren! 
British Medical Journal, in a leading 
article on psittacosis, After pointing out 
that the evidence that the disease is, in 
fact, psittacosis is still largely circum- 
stantial, the writer proceeds:—‘‘It is 
highly probable—but Baha: is, as yét, no 
definite proof—that it is caused by an 
organism acquired from parrots, There 
have been no cases in places such as 
the London Zoological Gardens, where 
hundreds of birds are concentrated, and 
where fresh birds are always arriving. 
There have been few, if any, cases 
associated with laboratories where posf- 
mortem examinations of birds are 
habitually carried out. Our knowledge 
of the present outbreak is still very 
limited. The only conclusions to which 
we may come at present are, first, tha! 
there exists a human disease in this 
country and elsewhere, which is probabl) 
associated with a disease in parrots and 
other birds; and, secondly, that the 
actual cause of:this condition is unknown. 
According to present information, the 
incubation period may last many months. 
and carriers of the disease may sudden! 
develop symptoms, after years of 
isolation from other birds. Until th 
laboratories have pronounced on the 
etiology of this mysterious human disease 
and its connection with parrots, simple 
and obvious measures of personal hygiene 
seem to be the only precautions necessary 


to keep the disease in check.”

FRENCH PRESS SURPRISED. 

The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes: —Mr. Stimson’s statement, which 
is treated as an avowal] that a naval com- 
promise has been reached between the 
British and American delegations, came as 
a complete surprise.

M. Kerensky appealed to the people of 
the West ‘‘to look upon the sufferings 
of the Russian people as on the sufferings 
of a brother,” in a speech to members 
of the Oxford Luncheon Club to-day. 

M. Kerensky, who was head of “the 
Russian Provisional Government of | 1917, 
began to learn English only two months 
ago, and this was his maiden speech in 
our language. 

“ Not, fewer than five people are shot 
daily in Russia at the present moment,”’ 
said M. Kerensky. 

“The third period ‘in the story of the 
religious. persecution has now come, with 
an enormous increase of the oppression 
in general, and with this there comes a 
mad increase of terrorism against all 
religions, against the very right jof a. 
man to have his personal religious con- 
victions. 


NO CHURCHES BY 1933. 

‘‘ Bolshevism is persecuting all other 
religions, because it is itself a religion 
of militant atheism. Stalin, .the dictator 
of Russia, had made up his mind to 
bring about Socialism in five years, cost 
what it might in famine and terrorism. 
It was officially announced in Russia that 
by the year 1033, on the whole area of 
the U.S.8S.R., there must remain not one 
church, not one synogegue, not one 
mosoue, not one sectarian religious honse, 

“ Since the beginning of last year more 
than two thousand churches have been 
closed. The Soviets of different towns 
compete in the figures of closed down 
churches, burned ikons, and melted down 
church bells. 


CLUBS OF THE GODLESS. 

‘In Petrograd, some of the confiscated 
churches have been turned into ‘clubs 
of the godless.’ Usually the closed down 
churches, synagogues and. mosques are 
being used as cinemas, theatres, hospitals, 
canteens, shops, and grain dépdéts. 

“ Even more unbearable is the position 
of soldiers and officers in the Red Army, 
which quite recently was declared the 
nursery of atheism in the country. 

“The Red warriors find themselves the 
whole day under the continuous observa- 
tion of both open and secret agents of the 
political police. Even in th; bath-houses 
an eye is kept upon the bare chests of the 
soldiers lest some yvounester should think 
of wearing a cross according to the Russian 
custom.’’ 

M. Kerensky asked: ‘‘ What new life 
can be possible that is built on the basis 
of general hatred, irreconcilable class war, 
and the extermination of every one who 
defends his human right-to believe in his 
own God, to defend the freedom of his 
conscience and the independence of his con- 
victions. 


DUTY OF CHRISTENDOM. 

“The struggle with the religious reaction 
of Stalin is a duty of the whole progressive 
and freedom-loving West, as well as the 
duty of the whole of Christendom... . 

“The Russian people have the right to 
ask the moral] intervention from you in 
defence of the fréedom of human conscience, 
because all Russian traditions of culture 
have alwavs been imbued to the highest 
deeree with toleration of other people’s 
faith and with reverence for other people’s 
Gods. 

‘‘ Look upon the sufferings of the Russian 
people as on the sufferings of a brother, 
and loudly, withont delay, express | your 
moral indicnation against the retrograde 
fanaticism of the dictator Stalin.” 

Answering in French questions which 
were put to him, M. Kerensky said that 
he would suggest propaganda as the best 
way in which this or any other country 
could help Russia. 

‘Having regard to what has happened, 
do you regard the overthrow of Tsardom 
as a mistake?” he was asked. ‘‘ It was 
inevitable,’’ said M. Kerensky with em- 
phasis.

Russian, French and English in one 
sentence—thanking the members for listen- 
ing to him.

THE PRIS ®NERS AND THE

Mr. Finlay, in stating the case for the 


the disappearance of a rural postman 
Laurence Griffin, who made certain postal 
deliveries in the village of Stradbally on 
Christmas Day last, and had never since 
| been since. The fact that his body had 
not been seen since that date had im- 
| parted rather an air of mystery into this 
case, but he hoped to be in a position to 
put facts before the Court that wonld 
unravel the mystery. The facts were any- 
thing but mysterious; they “were simple. 
and he thought that when the Court heard 
them it would agree that they spoke for 
themselves. 

It: appeared that between seven and 
eight o’clock on Christmas Day Griffin 
entered the licensed .premises of the 
defendant, Patrick ~ helan, in Stradballv. 
After the departure from Stradbally that 
evening of Sergeant. Colleton and one of 
the Guards it appeared that some of the 
other imhabitants also took the oppor- 
tunity of repairing to Whelan’s licensed 
premises, At about nine o'clock that 
night there were a number of the local 
people in Whelan’s house. “With them 
‘Was Griffins -A»number of them were in 
_the bar, which is situated at the front 
of the house, and among them were the 
defendants Cashin, Morrissey, Cunning- 
ham and Patrick Whelan. At any rate, 
they were certainly there up to a certain 
stage. Laurence Griffin also was in the 


bar. 


SCENE IN THE BAR. 

Morrissey, Cashin and the missing man, 
as it were, formed one group in the bar. 
| Griffin was considerably under the in- 
| fluence of drink, and while in the bar he 
| apparently dropped some money from his 

pocket. This was picked up by Morrissey. 
| Griffin objected to Morrissev. picking up 
the money, and words followed between 
them. Apparently Cashin joined in the 
dispute. Not many words-passed, and the 
next thing that happened was that Cashin 
struck Griffin a blow, and at the same 
time Morrissey gave him a push. 

Grifin fell forward on ‘his face and 
hands, and came in eontact with the 
stove, and trom.that moment apparently 
he never stitred, Morrissey went forward 
to pick him up and turned him over, and 
ass or two others came. forward and spoke 
to him. 


COUNSEL'S SUGGESTIOH. 

The. prisoner Whelan said, “ You have 
killed a man in my honse.” A eonversa- 
tion took place, and Cashin and Morrissey 
suggested getting rid of Griffin..  Nobody 
thought of getting a priest or a doctor 
for the unfortunate man, who lay there on 
the floor ; nobody even thought of whisper- 
ing a prayer in his ear.- Apparently the 
thought uppermost in everybody's mind 
was, " We will get rid of Griffin and 
hide up this thine.” Cashin said, “TU 
go and get my car; ”

wrap the body of poor Griffin.

| BRITAIN'S ‘IMPORTANT 
MEMORANDUM. 


f..¢.Times to-day in a leading article 
says:—-Mr, Stimson’s important siafement 
as been followed immediately by.the pub- 
lication of an equally important: British 
Memorandum, and the two together ‘will 
give a powerful stimulus to public interest 
in the Nava] Conference. Let it be said 
at once that the two documents are in no 
sense antithetical: On the contrary, 
where they deal with the same subjects 
they are in such close accotd that nothing 
delays a final settlement between the two 
countries except the fact that the terms ol 
any arrangement between them must be 
conditioned by the arrangements made 
with and between the other three Powers. 
The ideal treaty with which it is hoped to 
consummate the work of the Conference ts 
a treaty limiting the programmes of ail 
five. The substantial accord of British 
and American views is the more ‘¢igntil- 
cant, in that the British Memorandum, 
although issued in the name only of the 
Government of the United Kingdom, has 
been discussed with. the delegations of all 
the Dominions, and approved by them, so 
that st is, in effect. a considered statement 
of the policy of thé whole British Emp te. 
It is of hopeful augury for thé success oi 
the Conference that on the isgues between 
them the representatives of the United 
States and of the nations included in the 
British Empire should: have reached con- 
elusions so elosely in agreement. 

From the British Memorandum it ts 
clear that the American svggestion wold 
he acceptable to the British delegation. 
Two of the British 8-inch gun cruisers 
ander construction—the York and the 
Exeter—are of 8.400. and net of 10,000 
tons displacement: so that it would leave 
192.900 to be ased for lichter cruisers, and 
etiable Britain to have -a_ total cruiser 
strength. of filtv--thirteen shins of 10,009 
tons, two of 8,400, and thirty-five of an 
average of about 5,490. 


QUESTION OF SAFETY.

“The reply given is that 
some risk is worth running for the sake 
of an agreed limitation and reduction of 
the naval armaments. of the world, and, 
again, that the risk, in any case, is but 
slight, since it is 4nly. proposed under 
the contemplated Treaty to. bind the 
Powers up ‘to 1936,. and the whole 
arrangement will be subject to revision 
at another Conference to bé held in 
i 1945. If at that time there should be 
any menacing cloud on the international 
horizon, it would be taken into account 
in fixing subséquent programmes. 

On the qhéstion of submarines, the two 
Powers are In substantial agreement.

The report which will be laid before the 
Cork Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping at the annual meeting at 
Commercial Buildings, Cork, on February 
llth, states that the improvement in trade 
referred to in the reports of the last two 
years has continued. While undoubtedly 
affected hy the severe financial crisis of the 
past autumn, it has not been unduly de- 
pressed, and has come through this fortunately

suftered serious harm. 
THE FARMING INDUSTRY. 

Agricultural industry continues to be, and 
as far as we can judge will always be, the 
chieí and most important source of revenue to 
this country. It is difficult to form a correct 
estimate of its position during any given 
period of time such as the year now under 
review, but on the whole we are of the 
opinion that results to the farming com- 
munity, taken as a whole, have been fairly 
satisfactory. During the spring and summer 
months store cattle, owing to the severe and 
ccntinued drought in land, sold, if sold at 
all, at very low prices, but autumn demand, 
to a certain extent, restored the balance. 
| Most other farming commodities realised rea- 
sonable results during the year, with the very 
in.portant exception of grain crops, prices for 
which have been at very low figures, but even 
in this department of agricultural trade crops 
were so abundant and the grain so well and 
easily harvested that the results have not 
been at all as disappointing as market prices 
seem to indicate. | 

The truth is that farming, with all its draw- 
backs, does furnish a good, wholesome, happy 
and a fairly remunerative life for an enter- 
gig intelligent man who is a master of 
is craft and keeps abreast, of developments 
as they occur. 


CHRISTMAS TRADE. 

In general trade the turn-over has been 
fairly satisfactory. We understand that dur- 
ing the Christmas season the shops of this 
city did a very fine trade. Thanks are due to 
the Cork Publicity Asociation for their efforts 
to foster and develop local as against postal 
shopping. We are especially pleased with the 
expanding development that is taking place, at 
any rate, in some of our local manufacturing 
concerns. We understand that during the 
past year the demand for locally-produced 
goods was satisfactory and that employment 
was fully maintained. 

The progressive development of our factories 
depends largely on the individual consumer. 
The Council strongly urge that every effort 
should be made by the buying public to 
secure Irish-made goods. If this is done the 
report for 1330, when it comes to be written, 
will be much more optimistic in this respect 
than the present one. '

LATER GREEK COMEDY.

DUBLIN LITERARY SOCIETY 
LECTURE. 


Professor Michael Tierney, lecturing to the 
Dublin Literary Society last night on the 
subject of “ Later Greek Comedy, referred 
to George Meredith's definition of comedy as 
that kind of drama which induces thoughtful 
laughter, and said that nowadays most people 
did not observe any very elaborate distinc- 
tion between tragedy and comedy, but. in 
ancient times there was a very definite dis- 
tinction between them. Our critics, as dis- 
tinct from our practitioners, still differen- 
tiated between tragedy and comedy. 

The lecturer dealt with the tragedy of 
Euripides, in several of whose plays, he said, 
they had plots which resembled very closely 
those of later comedy. What was called 
middle comedy in the fourth century 3B.C., 
he continued, departed altogether from the 
earlier type of revels. It took its plots more 
and more from tragedy, and its characters 
were characters of common life. There was 
great growth of interest in character and 
personality in the fouth century, B.C. which 
showed itself in the revival of portrait 
sculpture and in work like the characters in 
Theophrastus. Professor Tierney went on to 
describe conditions of life in fourth-century 
Athens, and spoke of the poets of the new 
comedy, especially Menander, who lived 
beween 345 and 291 B.C., and wrote 108 
plays. 

Prefessor Magennis presided, and a vote of 
thanks was passed to Professor Tierney for 
his lecture.

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| PAINTS AND PAINTING. 
| . 


PROFESSOR LAURIE’S 
LECTURE. 

In a lecture entitled “ The History of 
Paints and Painting,” given by Professor 
Laurie, M.A., D.8c., before the Royal Dublin 
Society vesterday, the modern scientific 
methods of examining pictures to decide the 
date of painting, and by whom they were 
painted, were described. 

The scientific investigator, the lecturer 
said, is invading mors and more the field of 
the picture expert, and very often makes un- 
fortunate discoveries, which upset the con- 
clusions of the experts. i 

A picture under discussion can be examined 
in various ways—under the camera, the 
microscope, by violet rays and X-rays, In 
addition, tiny fragments of the pamt can he 
removed and submitted to tests, which will 
reveal the probable date of painting. Different 
pigments were used in different centuries, 
and the modern pigments are very unlike 
those in use in the early days of painting. 
The X-ray photograph often reveals a picture 
underneath, and brings out details painted 
over. The ultra-violet rays will show the 
nature of the pigments used. 

Shdes were shown, ulustrating the methods 
of the scientific investagator, and pictures 
concerning which doubtful pomts had been 
thus settled, including the case of the picture 
by Ozias Humphrey, which had been 
attributed to Romney. Largely magnified 
pictures were shown, in which the details 
and brashwork made it possible in the en- 
larged view to attribute a disputed picture 
to the correct artist or schoo] of painting.
